In FY 2006, the 44 gerbils reported in Category E were used in efficacy testing of 
proprietary, novel compounds for in vivo anthelmintic activity. The test compounds were 
administered as a single oral dose. The time period covers 15 different tests. 

The 44 gerbils were found during routine daily morbidity and mortality checks. 
Premonitory signs were not observed the day before. Therefore, these findings were not 
anticipated. Of the 44 gerbils, 10 were found dead and the other 34 exhibited signs of 
pain, discomfort, or distress. 

Because the interval between onset of signs, if any. and death could not be determined, an 
assumption has been made that the 10 dead gerbils could have experienced more than 
transient pain or distress prior to death. 

This protocol was reviewed and approved by the Institutional Animal Care and Use 
Committee.
